▼tlnable than that annually decided over the 
track of the enterprising and liberal New Mem* 
phis Jockey Clnb. The only thing that operates 
to prevent it being contested year by year by 
all of the choicest Western three* year-olds is 
the comparatively early date necessarily set for 
its decision. Many owners dislike to start a 
highly thought of three-year-old for a brnis* 
icg contest so early in the year as April. 
Bat in spite of this solitary drawback 
the Tennessee Darby is always the snbjeet of 
mnch interest and the chances of the yonng 
horsPB engaged are widely and critically dia* 
cn»E6d hy admirers of racing. At present 
seventy-three of the original nominations are 
still eligihle to start, bat this namber will no 
donbt be reduced by the final declarations dae 
Janaary 1.

Modred — Armourette has been christened 
U. 6. A., and Mr. J E. McDonald’s brown colt 
by Hayden Edwards— £(altaness, bred in Amer- 
ica, is named A. N. B. The British racegoer 
does not care so much about the initials as he 
does about telegraph tolls. Each letter or 
initial means an additional leuny when he 
sends bis ’’wire” to his friends at distant points 
to play a good tip straight from the paddock.

Mr. Welch 
was loud in hie praises of Meddler, which, he 
says, baa developed into one of the handsomest 
horses he ever set eyes upon. He asserts that 
Meddler is at least 250 pounds heavier than 
when e ffeied for sale at Morris Park, and that, 
as far as conformation end general appearance 
are concerned, he is perfection in every detail. 
Welch predicts a great future for Meddler, for 
he rightly claims that a sire that could produce 
such good results as Meddler did in the barren 
regions of the Blue Bills of Masaacbusetts is 
certain to make a name for himself in a local- 
ity where everything is favorable.— Morning 
Telegraph.

He 
skims along close to the ground and is a pic- 
ture when iu motion. He made a show of his 
field and won iu a gallop, by a length and a 
half. Boland had him under a pull all the last 
quarter, and he was almost eased up to a hand 
gallop at the end.”

What would a jockey of the present day say 
to such a coBtnma as this : A black velvet cap 
with a long French peak, and a bow of black 
ribband behind; long hair falling to his 
shoulders; a white cambric neckcloth of 
ample folds tied at the back; a long 
body coat with flaps, wide skirts, three 
I buttons at the sides, where it opened as well 
as in front and behind; knee breeches strapped 
just below the knee; white cotton stockings, 
and black leather Oxford shoes with long 
tongues and silver buckles. Yet such was the 
dress worn by the winners of tha first Darbys. 
The inconvenience of riding a close finish over 
Epsom Downs, or the Heath at Newmarket, or 
Ascot, with a high wind blowing, in these long 
tails, naturally led to a compromise. Necessity 
is tha mother of invention, and soma early 
jockey— there was ne chronicle to show who he 
was— hit upon a happy idea, and tucked his 
skirts inside his breeches. The next step to> 
wards the custom of the modern jockey was to 
curtail these appendages, and after that the 
transition was easj to the racing rig with which 
wo are now familiar.
